Sucb{ 
xroups could make experizoeats io 
social activities which could 
ost be msde bs too woole 
State. The earls Chureb realised 
its function im rezard to 
this problem. and durmg -the 
fest three centuries of her 
eSistapey she made ao immense 
imap on because she enzaged jo 
creative discussion on social order. 
As advasce bad been mare io! 
buman thought, in science, and 
koowledze of mature throuzh 
what was called tha methed of 
trisl acd error, the making of 
experiments many of which failed, 
3 in regard to social progress what 
waa needed to-day was for men 
and women tu make experiments 
on larger or -amaller scales 
eveo. if they failed and that 
tbrouch failure they might yet 
learn how to succeed.
